WHAT IS CLAIMED IS: 

1. A device for receiving and presenting insecticide 
comprising: 



a) a base; 


b) at least one crevasse fpr receiving and presenting 
insecticide;

c) a plurality of protrusions extending from said base, said 
protrusions keeping said base off! of an adjacent surface so that 
a plurality of insects have accesa to the insecticide.

and flow into said at d^^t/one crevasse. 

9. The device as /n claim 1, wherein said protrusions are 
in the form of legs.
